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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 1 1 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 75(c), as being of improper independent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of the claim. Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), 
or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper independent form. Claim 1 1 is objected 
because it is an apparatus claim further limited by method steps, which is improper. No art has 
been applied to claim 1 1 because the scope of the invention is not clear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claims 1-9 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 

<\ as the invention. Claim* indefinite for the reasons stated above. 

The following phrases in the claims are vague, indefinite, and/or awkwardly and 
confusingly worded: 
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I. "a second moving means said polishing tool" (claim 1, lines 9-11). The 

phrase is indefinite because no reference point has been given to define direction. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 USC. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by McHugh et al. 
McHugh discloses a polishing apparatus comprising: a dressing tool (3) having diamond 

hard grain, a first moving means (1), a second moving means (2), and a control means (column 5, 
lines 21-22) having detection means (column 3, lines 31-37) and setting means (column 3, lines 
47-51).
